Washington, April 21.—With a sur­ 
prising overturn of sentiment at the 
last moment, the senate judiciary com­ 
mittee voted today to report unfavor­ 
ably to the senate the nomination of 
John J. Parker of North Carolina to 
be associate Justice 
of 
t!\e 
United 
States supreme court. 
News 
of 
the 
committee’s 
action 
reached the White House quickly, but 
it was announced no statement would 
be forthcoming. 
It was learned, how­ 
ever, President Hoover was still de­ 
termined not to withdraw the nomina­ 
tion. 
The vote was IO to 6 and indicated 
the 
senate 
would 
reject 
President 
Hoover's nominee. 
Six of the ten republicans on the 
committee refused to endorse the ad­ 
ministration nominee on the tinal roll 
call which follows: 
For Parker, six: republicans (4) — 
Gillett, 
Massachusetts; 
Waterman, 
Colorado; Hastings, Delaware; 
and 
Herbert, Rhode Island. Democrats (2) 
—Overman. North Carolina, and Ste­ 
phens, Mississippi. 
Against Parker (IO); republicans (6) 
—Horah, Idaho; Deneen, Illinois; Rob­ 
inson, 
Indiana; 
Blaine, 
Wisconsin; 
Norris, Nebraska, and Steiwer, Ore­ 
gon. Democrats <4)~ Ashurst, Arizona; 
Walsh, Montana; Caraway, Arkansas, 
and Dill, Washington. 
Prior to the vote on the nomination 
itself, the committee rejected the idea 
of republican leaders to call Parker 
here for a statement concerning the 
charges 
which 
have 
been 
lodged 
against him by union labor and negro 
organizations. 


A motion made by Sen. Overman, 
democrat, North Carolina, to Invite the 
nominee, was rejected, IO to 4. 
The 
votes were taken in executive session 
after only SO minutes' discussion. 
When the committee 
entered 
Its 
rooms, the line-up indicated Parker 
would be called. 
It 
is 
understood 
President Hover favored such a course 
which also had 
been 
recommended 
privately to senate republican leaders 
by Attorney General Mitchell. 
Hackers of Parker believed that if 
he should be 
invited 
the nominee 
could make a statement pacifying the 
opposition which had 
arisen 
among 
the farm and labor groups over the 
decision he endorsed as a member of 
tile circuit court of appeals 
of 
the 
fourth circuit in the Red Jacket Coal 
Company case.

Chicago, April 21.—H’JfP—Two 
bul­ 
lets, probed from the bodies of three 
assassinated gangsters, went 
under 
the microscopes of 
Chicago's 
crime 
laboratory today as the only evidence 
against an executioner, 
who 
single- 
handed put the three to death in an 
Easter morning massacre. 
The triple murders, committed 
in 
the Blue Hour saloon which has been 
the scene of other gangland killings, 
ranks next to the St. Valentine's Day 
massacre, the Chicago crime that was 
heard around the world, in point of 
numbers dead. 
None of yesterday’s victims lived to 
tell about the murders 
just 
before 
dawn as priests in a Catholic church 
a block away (prepared for Easter 
worshippers. 
W alter Wakefield, 29, 
part owner of the saloon; Frank Del­ 
ray, 33, the other owner, and Joseph 
Special, a waiter, were the victims of 
the lone assassin's unerring aim. 
In searching for a motive behind 
the murders, police were inclined to 
blame "Scarface A IV bid to control 
the labor unions, reported to 
have 
been started with considerable suc­ 
cess. 
Capone was to take over the bread, 
crackers, yeast and pie wagon drivers' 
union through the efforts of 
Wake- 
Held. according to a witness the police 
found. 
This witness said the attempt 
failed and that an official was heard 
to say that Wakefield would “be found 
dead in an alley.'’ 
From position of the 
bodies 
and 
other evidence, Capt. William Staple­ 
ton pieced together the story of the 
massacre today and told it this way: 
Wakefield was counting the night’s 
receipts after the 
doors 
had 
been 
locked. 
The killer, Delray and Spe­ 
cial were the only others in the saloon 
after a big night’s business. 
The killer, apparently 
without 
a 
word of warning, shot Wakefield in 
the back of the head and the saloon 
keeper toppled across his neatly-piled 
stacks of bills. 
Special, who had been in the back­ 
room, was unarmed and trapped but 
opened his pocket knife, 
seized 
a 
plaster cast of a saint and started 
toward the killer. He was shot In the 
arm and fell. 
Delray ^in the meantime had fled 
toward the door and was shot in the 
back of the head as he vaulted a cigar 
case. 
He fell dead behind the case. 
The assassin turned again on Spe­ 
cial and shot him three more times 
as he lay wounded on the floor. 
His 
murders done, the assassin fled in a 
black sedan just as 
James 
Canine, 
who lives above the saloon came in 
sight. 
Several squads of police arrived in 
time to see Special die but he could 
not talk and probably wouldn't have 
for gangsters die silently.

So terrific was the force of 
the

phoon than a concrete 
school 
and 
theater comprising the 
puericulture 
center of Dulag wa* blown down. 
Similar devastation occurred at Palo 
Human, Carigar, Tacklobin and many 
other villages. 
Communication lines were disrupted 
and provincial roads closed by flood 
waters. 
Cocoanut 
and 
hemp 
plantations 
were laid in ruins. 
With thousands homeless as the re­ 
sult of the typhoon and some 12,OHO 
homeless on Negroes Island as a re- 
fcult of a disastrous fire 
there 
last 
week the greatest need at present is 
food. 


Manila, P. I., April 21.— Ninety per 
cent of the population of the province 
of Leyte was homeless today, after 
the devastating typhoon which swept 
the land yesterday. 
Two persons were known to 
have 
perished in the high winds which de 
moliahed property over a wide area. 
It was feared that with the restora­ 
tion of communications, disrupted by 
the storm, the death toll will be higher 
Thirteen towns were in ruins, and 
thousands of cocoanut trees were up­ 
rooted by the force of the gale. 
Governor De I,a Cruz has asked the 
Red Cross to aid in the work of sup­ 
plying food and clothing to the hund­ 
reds of natives who lost all their be 
longings. 
The storm was the 
second 
catas­ 
trophe .within a week, a fire at Hagay 
and Fabrica having razed the latter 
and 
rendered 
thousands 
homeless 
last week.

EXPLORE 
NEW 
TRANSCONTIN­ 
ENTAL AIRWAY ALONG 
UPPER ALTITUDES 
New York, April 21. (ILK)—A new 
and brilliant nit record was 
shared 
toddy by Col. Charles A. l.nidbergh 
and lh** young wife he taught to fly 
scarcely a few months ago 
Each helping the other to success, 
they safely ended the fastest trip ever 
made across the United 
States 
last 
night when they brought their Lock­ 
heed 
Hurius 
monoplane 
down 
on 
Roosevelt Field and learned they had 
bent en the existing cross-country rec­ 
ord by almost three hours. 
The wheels of the powerful, stream­ 
line*! 
ship 
touched the 
ground 
at 
11:11:82 P. M. EST., exactly 14 hours, 
48 minutes and 32 seconds after they 
had left Glendale, Cal., to explore a 
new ti ans-contlnental airway along 
the Upper altitudes which Lindbergh 
believes will become the path of fu­ 
ture and speedier transport service. 
It was this object, rather than any 
desire to break the speed record of 
Capt. Frank M. Hawka, that he had 
in mind from the start, and he wan 
careful to point out that he had not 
eclipsed his fellow flier’s achievement. 
Captain Hawks’ mark of 17 hours 
and 43 minutes is 
for 
a 
non-stop 
flight. The Lindberghs said they might 
have taken that long, or 
longer, 
lf 
they had not stopped once en route 
at Wichita, Kans., for additional gaso­ 
li n e 
mo that they would not need,to 
throttle their motor. 
Mrs. Lindbergh acted as navigator 
and relief pilot for her famous bu#- 
bund throughout the flight, and won 
bis highest praise by her skill. 
Al­ 
though Lindbergh said they both stood 
the trip in good fashion, his wife ap­ 
peared somewhat fatigued and wan an 
they climbed from the plane, and sev­ 
eral persons at the field said she ap­ 
peared to be weeping. 
The distance covered on the flight 
was 2,580 miles and the average speed 
for the time the Lindberghs actually 
were in the air was 175*6 miles an 
hour. Their actual flying time was 
14 hours, 23 minutes and 27 seconds. 
The colonel modestly belittled the 
fact that he had broken the trans­ 
continental record. 
“It was not supposed to be a non­ 
stop n ig h t,” he said. “It could have 
been made a non-stop flight with this 
plane, hut it would have taken more 
tim** that way. The motor would have 
to be throttled to save gasoline. The 
stop at Wichita for 
additional 
gas 
saved us two to three hours. 
“This flight is not to be compared 
with Captain Hawks’ record. What we 
are interested in Is the time It takes 
to go across the country, taking into 
consideration the stop-over time.”

The Agricultural Marketing Act and the Farm Hoard 


Now that the Minneapolis Chamber of Commerce h«.s 
haunched an attack on the Federal Farm Board and the agricul­ 
tural marketing act, it behooves many of us to see what the Farm 
Board is authorized to do and an article by W. E. Rumble in the 
Co-Operative Shipper of April is most enlightening. 
Mr. Rumble 
is one of the leading attorneys of the Northwest and has for many 
years handled the legal work for the Twin Cities Milk Producers’ 
Association, the Land O' lak es Creameries Association and th<* 
Central Co-Operative Association. 
In the course of an address delivered at the annual meeting 
of the Land O’ Lakes Creameries Association, he said that in 
June, 1929, Congress enacted the so-called Agricultural Market­ 
ing act and in that act Congress declared its policy to promote ef­ 
fective merchandising of agricultural commodities so that agri­ 
culture would be placed on a basis of economic equality with other 
industries, and to that end to stabilize markets fur agricult ural 
commodities by reducing speculation, pveventing wasteful meth- . 
ods of distribution, encouraging the organization of effective co­ 
operative associations by whom farm products could bo marketed, 
and by financing such associations and by aiding in preventing and 
controlling surpluses in agricultural commodities. 
In order to accomplish these things the act created a board 
to be known as the Federal Farm Board, to consist of eight mem­ 
bers to be appointed by the President, and of which the Secretary 
of Agriculture of the United States should be an ex-officio membei. 
The act also required the Farm Board to invite co-opera ti vt 
associations handling any agricultural commodity to establish an 
advisory committee to represent such commodity before the Board. 
These commodity committees are to consist of seven members, at 
least two of whom shall be experienced handlers or processors of 
the commodity. Members of advisory committees are to be paid 
twenty dollars per day for time spent upon business of the com­ 
mittee, plus necessary traveling and subsistence expenses. 
The act specifically authorizes the Farm Board to— 
(a) Promote education in the principles of co-operative mar­ 
ket is g. 
.Obi'Fo encourage the organization line! development of ef­ 
fective co-operative associations. 
(c) To make reports as to prices, prospects, supply and 'de­ 
mand, etc. 
(d) To investigate conditions of over-production in agricul­ 
ture. 
(e) To make investigations and reports concerning reduction 
in acreage, methods of expanding markets, developing bv-prod­ 
ucts, transportation, etc. 
There was provided for the use of the board in carrying out 
its duties a revolving fund of $500,000,009. 
The act further specifically authorizes the Board to make 
loans to co-operative associations for the following purposes: 
The eft eetive merchandising of agricultural commodities. 
The construction or acquisition by purchase or lease of physi­ 
cal marketing facilities. 
The formation of clearing house associations. 
Extending membership of a co-operative association through 
educating producers in the advantages of co-operative marketing. 
Enabling the co-operative association to advance to its mem­ 
bers a greater share* of the market price of commodities delivered 
to the association than w as'practicable under other credit facili­ 
ties.

President Calvin ' Coolidge has been commissioned to write the 
short history to be inscribed in letters three feet high on the Mount 
Rushmore Memorial in South Dakota. 
Mr. Coolidge used 29 words to tell of the declaration of in­ 
dependence and 17 for the founding of the federal government* 
leaving 424 words for the remaining historical episodes. 
The C oolidge inscription for the declaration of imlejamdence 
reads: 
“In the year of our Lord 177(5 the people declared the eternal 
right to seek happiness—self government and the divine duty to 
defend that right at any sacrifice.” 
Of the framing of the constitution he said: 
“ In 1787 assembled in convention they made a charter of per­ 
petual union of free people of sovereign states establishing a gov­ 
ernment of limited powers— under an independent president— 
congress and court charged to provide the security for all citi­ 
zens in their enjoyment of liberty—equality and pustice.” 
Speakers during the war, when four minute talks were in 
vogue, know it took time and care to boil down all one had to say 
in four minutes. 
Any speaker on a time limit knows the problem of condensa­ 
tion is a difficult one. The late Col. C. L). Johnson used to say the 
gist of any speech can be given in five minutes, all the rest of the 
matter is reiteration and elaboration.

Chappell. 
E xcerpts from her letter follows: 
"Some of the happiest days of my 
childhood and th a t of m y sister we* e 
passed at the old fort. 
My father, the 
late Captain J. A. Manley, 20th In­ 
fantry, U. S. A. was stationed at Ft. 
Ripley from 1871 to 1877. 
The com ­ 
pany to which he at that tim e be­ 
longed as first lieutenant, Co. G, 20th 
in fan try and Co. B of the sam e regi­ 
m ent constituted the last garrison the 
U. 8. m aintained at the fort. 
The 
three latest com m anding officers wera 
Captain, afterw ards Major and Colonel 
Mason, Captain W. S. McCaakey. a fte r­ 
w ard s Colonel of the 20th and retired 
as Brigadier General and Col. John 
C. Bates, afterw ards B rigadier Gen­ 
eral, Major General and Chief of th* 
staff of the U. 8. army. 
All the offi­ 
cers were of the rank of captain and 
belong ad to the 20th In fa n try when 
in com m and of the little post. 
"Probably you know all this and 
more. 
Though I was only six in 1871 
I rem em ber the old post vividly. 
I 
can still tell the relative position of 
nearly every building it contained and 
nearly all the officers and m any of the 
enlisted men. 
"My motlier and her children reach­ 
ed Ripley on the old stage from St 
Cloud 
which 
formerly 
ran 
to 
the 
agency at Crow Wing and w e saw tho 
very beginnings of B rainerd w hete my 
m o th er recognized an old friend in a 
certain Mr. Ferric, from w estern New 
Yorw, one of Brainerds early mei- 
charfta. 
His daughter, Miss Lillie Fer­ 
ris, Mrs. Lillian Spencer m arried a 
h an k e r in your city whose nam e has 
slipped my memory. 
(Miss Lillie F er­ 
ris is now Mrs. Lillian Spencer, m oth­ 
er of William A. Spencer and residing 
at 601 Kingwood it lect.) 
"I have always been eager to know 
m ore definitely the early history of 
the fort when it was founded and by 
w hom and the early vicissitudes in its 
story.
